Mr. Samuel J. Tilden’s Trip onthe

of very high speed “skin” or warm surface friction 
is the factor of major resistance. The lines of the 
bows are very nearly straight, and the bottom is 
made in round sections.

The Circuit Court Has Jurisdiction to 
Try the Election Contests. 


_ — 


A Resume of the Decision Announced 
im General Term by Judge Thayer 
To-Day—A Document of Great Inter- 
est to Politicians. 


In the cases of Wm. L. Ewing, contestant, against 
David R. Francis, contestee; E. L. Adreon, con- 
testant, against R. A. Campbell, contestee, and 
Georges W. Parker, costestant, against 
George W. Allen contestee, the Circuit 
Court sitting in general term to-day delivered an 
opinion which amounts to the ruling that the court 
will hear the election cases. Judge Thayer deliv- 
ered the opinion of the court, which may be 
summed up substantially as follows: 


JURISDICTION, 
© The question of jurisdiction was first taken up 
and the statute examined. The judges held that 
the tion of the contestees denying the jurisdic- 
tion of the Circuit Court was not well taken. 
Section 5.568 of the revised statutes, which was 
adopted by the Legislature since the adoption of 
the Scheme and Charter, provides that the poo- 
visions of that charter shall be 
ble to the city oof St. 
same as the counties. The section is general in its 
language and scope, and as it provides that thel aws 
pertainingto elections injthecounties shallbe in force 
in the City of St. Louis, a reasouable construction 
leads to the inference that in the event of election 
the same laws will pre- 
is no other section of 
t he statutes rela to election contests in the city 
of St. Lous, so that there is no difficulty in con- 
struing the intent of the Legislature. 
MEANT TO PROVIDE. — 
The learned Judge thinks, from the wording of 
the statutes, that the Lezislature meaut to pro- 
vide for election contests in St. Louis, as well as in 
other s of the State. This point is argued 
at considerable length by the court, and 
a number of corroborative facts are marshaled in 
support of the view advanced. The fact that St. 
Louis is a city and nota county is not believed to 
alter the great facts of the case. The similarity of 
the functions of the city officers and the 
rs of counties outside tbe city 
are pointed out, and the ground 
taken that there can be no doubt that a strict con- 
struction of the statutes permits the contestants to 
go on with their contest. 
The act respecting dramshops was held applicable 
to the City of St. Louis, although in its general 
terms it related to counties only. The duties of 
elective officers in this city are not primarily and 
purely municipal, as is the cass of other cities. 
Decisions ot the Supreme Court which practic- 
aliy constitute the Municipal Assembly a court 
within the fair intendment of the statute are cited, 
in defense of the Parker and Allen contest.

Baw Frawotsco, June 18.— The steamer City of 
Sydney, from Australia, arrived this morning with 
Sydney advices under date of May 21, and Auck 
land, New Zealand, May 2%. The Auckland 
papers contain an account of the arrest, on May 
25, of Walter H. Lennoxz-Maxwell, alias Theodore 
Cecil Daugueir, charged with having murdered 
Arthur Preller in St. Louis april 6. The 
arrest was made by the United 
States . Consul, Gamble, who received 
a telegram from the Chief of Police of St. Louis 
with instructions to that effect. Two days later 
Consul Gamble received a telegram from the 
United States Secretary of State authorizing him to 
make the arrest.

BOARDED THE STEAMER AT TIRITTRI. 
The purser, in reply to their questions, 
stated that there was a man among the steerage 
passengers bearing Maxwell's description. He 
was summoned on deck. The first question asked 
him was whether he was a physician. He promptly 
denied this, saying that he wasa native of France 
and an officer of the French army. The 
detectives informed him they had a warrant for 
his arrest and would have to take bim into custody. 
Maxwell appeared tobe disconcerted, but recov- 
ered his composure while the officers were hand- 
cuffing him, coolly remarking that the whole 
matter was a mistake, which would be quickly ex 
plained away.

In reply to a question as to how the articles, not 
bearing the initials of his name, had come in his 
possession, Maxwell said they had been given to 
him in San Francisco by a man named Robinson 
Detective Twohey, one of the two who arrested 
him on the steamer, testified to finding the follow- 
ing articles in ™-:<«well’s grip-sack: Thirty-four 
cuffs, two handke @ iefsall marked C. A. P.;“ 
a memorandum book marked Dangier; a pocket 
medical dictionary in which was written W. H. 
Lennox Maxwell. M. A. D., F. A. R. G. S., and a 
dressing- ease marked W. H. Lennox Maxwell. All 
of these articles Maxwell said he bought 
from the same man, Robinson, in San Francisco. 
Counsel for the defense, at this point of the pro- 
ceedings, again contended that the court had no 
urisdiction in the matter and asked for 
a dismissal.

If that poard, sworn and directed by law as 
it is, assesses railroad property at one-fourth of 
its value, it is bound to see that land and per- 
sonal property are equalized at a similarly low 
valuation in the assessment. But a member of 
the board tells the newspaper reporter very 
truly that land is assessed at allthe way from 
25 to 40 per cent of its value everywhere 
except in St. Louis, where the assessment is 
higher. If real estate is assessed in some 
counties at 25 per cent of its value, in others at 
50 per cent, and in St. Louis at 100 per cent or 
over, whose fault is it? The State officers, 
as members of the State Board of 
Equalilization, take a special onth to equalize 
the valuation and assessment of property 
among the several counties. But while they 
assess railroad property at one-fourth of its 
value, and real estate in some counties at the 
same figure, they take good care that the owner 
ot a modest residence in St. Louis pays taxes 
on the full amount he agrees to pay for it, 
while the same rate of taxation is paid on all 
he owes for it. 

While conniving at this iniquity, this system- 
atic double taxation of real estate in St. Louis, 
to let railroads and some property holders off 
from the payment of taxes on one-falf or three- 
fourths of their property, our State Board of 
Equalization cannot justify itself by reference to 
railroad assessments in other States. They have 
nothing to do with the assessment of other 
States. Their duty is to equalize the assess- 
nfent of property in Missouri.

Bureau concerning the con- 
dition and prospects of the growing crop of winter 
wheat would, under other circumstances, be quite 
alarming. Twenty years ago, in 1865, the growing 
winter wheat in middle latitudes was blasted iu the 
bloom by the very hot weather of April in that year, 
and the yield was hardly worth harvesting. Prices 
were then, as now, unusually low in this as well as 
in British markets, and people were slow to believe 
that any serious advance could take place. But 
before the next crop could be made available—that 
is, in the summer of 1866—wheat sold as high as $4 
a bushel in this market, and flour at from $18 to 
$22 per ba rel, and we were compelled to bring 
wheat from Liverpool to 4 our needs, besides 
diverting shipments from tue Pacific coast to this 
market. With a large surplus of wheat left over 
from last year, the area of spring wheat growing 
greatly extended, there is probabiy no danger now 
of such a deficiency as then existed. es, the 
condition of winter wheat has greatly improved 
since the compilation of the data upon which the 
Bureau's report is In Texas vesting has

INTERESTING TO TAXPAYERS. 


Comptroller Campbell Explains Why St, 
Louis Property is So Heavily Assessed. 

“There is no doubt in the world,” said Comp- 
troller Campbellto a Post-Disparcu reporter, but 
that St. Louis is paying more than its share of the 
expense of running the State Government. It pays 
40 per cent of the State revenue when it should not 
pay at any rate more than 20 percent. The fact is 
the 350,000 people in St. Louis are paying nearly as 
much as the 2,160,000 people of the State; they are 
paying nearly three times as much as they should 


pay, but the thing cannot be helped. The necessi- 
ties of the case com this condition of affairs, 
and it is the fault of the city itseif to a great extent. 
The local Board of Assessors are obliged to put u 
the valuation of property in order that after yield- 
ing up four-tenths of its revenue to the State it 
may haveenough left to pay the interest on its 
indebtedness, about $1,450, each year, and to 
meet its current expenses besides. These latter are 
about $10,000 a day, As there is but one assess- 
ment, you wil readily understand the ne- 
cessity for placing the valuation * enough 
to get the required revenue for city 
purposes out of the city’s share of the ganeral reve- 
nue. I say it is the city’s fault, because it bas un- 
dertaken to do everytuing for itself and the State, 
while the State sits idly by and looks on. The city 
builds a big Insane Asylum and takes care of 900 or 
more patients, besides pay ing four,tenths of the ex- 
pense of keeping the other insane patients of the 
State. It builds a House of Refuge, takes care of 
a WorkHouse and has other fancy trimmings to its 
expense account that should never have been allow- 
ed to exist. The same condition of affairs obtains in 
other places, however, but not to the extrava- 
gant extent we und here. Layfayette 
County, has a heavy indebtedness and ip order to 
make both ends meet is obliged to contribute far 
more than its share to the State revenue. This can 
not be helped, as I said before, under the presen t 
method of levying taxation, but there will be a 
remedy, and I hall undertake to bring it about 
myself. I do not think it right that St. Louis should 
pay such an enormous share of the State taxes when 
there ars rich agricultural lands lying all around in 
this territory with prosperous cities like Spriugtield 
and Kansas City and others I might name, who pay 
a relatively small amount into the State Treasury. 
I shall endeavor at the next session 
of the | ure to have the Constitution so 
amended that a return may be made to the old, 
order of things, and then we'll have two assess- 
ments, one by the State for State purposes, and one 
by the city for its own revenue. The State's 
revenue i it has use for. Ihe

HARRIGAN RE-IKSTATED. 


The Trial of the Chief of Police Ends in 
the Disproval of the Charges. 
It was 6:45 o' clock on Saturday evening when the 
trial of Chief Harrigan ended. The Board of Po- 
ice Commissioners had been sitting in executive 
session for fully five hours, and had debated the 
evidence presented with much vigor and some acri- 
mony. The charges were taken up one by one, 
discussed and voted upon. When there was a dif- 
ference the vote always stood, Blair and Gooding for 
the charges, Mayor Francis, Gaiennie and Callahan 
against them. Mayor Francis summoned Chief Har- 
rigan into the Boardroom at 6:6 p. 
m. to deliver the finding of the 


court. Charges 1 and 2 had been dismissed; of 
charge 8 alleging incompetency and neglect of duty, 
Chief Harrigan was found not guilty; charges 4, 5 
and 7 were dismissed; of charge 8, alleging con- 
niving at gambling. and of charge 9, alleging the 
making of false reports, the Chief was found not 
guilty. Of charge 6, allezgine the violation of rule 
21, which runs Tue Chief of Police shall receive 
no remuneration or reward other than his salary,” 
the Board found the Chief guilty fined him $100 an 
reprimanded him. 
Chief Harrigan thanked the Board very warmly 
kor the nce and fairness which had been dis- 
layed inthe trial. The Chief explained that his 
raction of rule 21 had been caused by the advice 
and with the consent of the vice-president of the 
Board, and that he had simply followed a custom 
which had existed for years. The fine was ordered 
to be paid into the Police Relief Fund. 

Gen. Gooding told a reporter at the conclusion 
of the trial that he had voted “guilty” on every 
charge, and that Mr. Blair had followed his 
lead.
